‘This well-researched new edition of The Long Lost Friend by exoterle 
scholar Dun Harm is most welcome. 

(Of the “five best books on magic” (ia an eatlier America) Hoh- 
‘man’s book was ranked atthe top! I's easy to see why: Well known as 
«primary txt of Hoodoo practitioners, and deeply rooted in cent 
‘ies-old northern European traditions, is importance and influence 
spread worldwide. 

Although often characterized as collection of magic spells it 
‘could properly be considered « wide-ranging self-suliciency guide, 
aktough with many religious and magical elements, Long Lost Friend 
Inchades tps for dealing with common problems, providing charming 
illustrations of daily life in extier days. Prominent among these can 
‘cerns are medical and veterinary problems, the, an protection fom 
various dangers incasting weapons 

‘There are a murber of reasons for its viral popularity: i s inex 
[Pensive. the tips ate simple to try. and most if its magical elements 
are innocuous religious invocations, free of sinister elements. I a0 
bold in ts taims—simply carrying a copy is said to protect the owner 
from various dangers, without “practicing” or even reading the text. 
Having «copy in your Bouse (afte hidden in a wall), i aid to pro- 
‘ct it from fires or other disasters. 

‘No doubt its popularity also profited from the fair amount of 
‘mystique attached to Catholic “practical” prayers. Although it may 
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seen innocuous today, this kind of “black book" literature was for- 
Fiidden and often severely punished in the Protestant workd? This 
phenomenon occurred over a wide geography and timetine—in fact 
it engendered much ofthe “grimoire” literature. 

{In site of is importance and many editions, this text has gotten 
Tie ctieal analysis of scholaty teatment. Until now, the most 
significant publication dealing with it t length was Carleton Brove' 
1904 article in The Journal of American Folklore, which i quite dated. 
Since Hrown's study, significant findings have been made, such 38 
the identity of the mysterious “Gypsy” work alluded to in Hobinaa’s 
tweface, Mrawn also elie heavily on Charles Ueland’s Gypay Sorcery, 
which i now widely regarded as unreiable. 

Dan Harms has critically analyzed the various editions and varia: 
tions, starting with the earliest German texts. His extensive intro~ 
action and frequent footnotes shed light on the many ebscurities 

‘Long Host Prien, Dan bas collected extensive information on the 
‘mysterious author, along with the text's provenance, history, legend, 
and influence, All and allthis isthe moxt comprehensive and reliable 
colition yet to appear. 

Despite efforts by centuries of rationalists, skeptics, and authori- 
ties whose livelihoods were threatened by popular sef-help publica- 
tions tke this, practices that are essentially magical show little sign 
of disappearing. Sel-reliance is powerful. When people maintain a 
sense of eonttul in their lives, they are freed from absolute reliance 02 
various religious, medical, and government leaders for personal pro- 
tection and yell being. Whether from tradition, social coavention, or 
because “you never kum” we eatinue drinking to xomcone’s heathy, 
‘esng someone who socenes, and practice countless other everyy 
sicwals 

In fact, instead of being remnants of an outdated way of thinks 
ing, magical practices continue to adapt withthe times evolving and 
‘expressing themselves in new ways. A recent illustration ofthis magi- 
‘cal thinking was recently seen using Facebook asa magical vehicle: 
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God has seen YOU struggling with something. God says its 
‘over. A Blessing is coming your way. Ifyou believe in God, send 
this message on; please do not ignore it, you ate being tested, 
God is going to fix two things (BIG) tonight in your favor. If 
you believe in God, drop everything and repost. 


In the sixtcerth century the Swsss physician Paracelsus revolution 
laed medicine by rejecting blind adherence to traditional treatments, 
and emphasiring an experimental approach. Hohman suggested: 
Rather than rely en it pu tt the test—and pethaps question some 
‘of our fanatical acceptance, trust, and reliance on conventional meth- 
exis as wel, 
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INTRODUCTION 


Der Lang Verborgene Freund, or The Long Lost Friend is pethaps 
‘the most influatial and well known of all the grimoies, oF books 
‘of magic to originate in the New World. Originally published in 
Reading, Pennsylvania, crea 1820, it has been reprinted in dozens of 
editions, and its inflacce over one state as grown to international 
‘proportions, The book has become a practical manual of spllraft in 
traditions ranging frm the powwowing” curs ofthe German imni- 
irants to Pennsylvania, to Hoodoo, conjure, and Santeria, Count 
les copies have beer cated onto the bated to protect the wser 
from violent death and the book is stil used asa talisman against 
all manner of horror. Indeod, the book might be the mos influential 
“American work that has eluded the literary canon, and an exetial 
document ofthe occult tradition in North America. 

‘To wncover bow the Friend became so prominent, we must begin 
with the people among whom it found its genesis the Pennsylvania 
Dutch. 


L The Pennsylvania Dutch 
‘The use of the term “Pennsylvania Dutch” is misleading, as it implies 
to modern readers thatthe people to which it applies came fom 
the Netherlands, Maay scholars have substitute the phrase “Penn 
sylvania German” instead. Even tis, however ilighty misleading, 
‘as many of thei ancestors came not from Germany itself but fross 
the German-speaking regions of present-day France and Switzerland. 
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‘Ak many descendants of these immigrants reject the term “Pennsyt- 
‘vania German” in favor of calling themselves “Dutch” For these rea- 
ss "Pornaylvania Dutch” isthe term twill be using here. 

‘The cuming of Francis Daniel Pastorius to Pennsylvania in 1683 
‘murkel the begianing of along period of Germaa immigration to the 
«slo, Pastorius (1851-<c, 1720) not only founded Germantown neat 
Philadelphia, but he also promoted the new land and brought about 


Major inmigeant waves came around 1750 and 1840, but trickles 
ued throughout the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. The 
‘majority came fross the Palatinate region of southwest Germany, 
though other areas of Germany and adjacent parts of France and 
ierland contributed to the population, They came fora variety of 
reauons—fleing warfare, seeking religious freedom, or secking, eco 
‘homie prosperity. Most of those who arrived settled i eastern Penn~ 
slvania lowly moving west to find more available Lind. 

‘Mast ofthe settlers were Protestant, ofthe Lutheran or Reformed 
{aiths. Nonetheless, the colony's founder, Quaker Wiliam Pena (1644- 
wad guaranteed freedom of religion to all mowotheists who 
inhabited the land, ad the ability to hol office to any who believed 
in Jesus Christ. This mandate of religioes freedom made the colony 
ve sit of emigration for those of many small sects, inchd- 
the Moravisns, the Amish, the Mennonites, and the Dunkards. A 
small number of German Catholics had also emigrated; though ini- 
tially welcouned, by the time The Long Lest Friend was published, they 
were regarded with increasing suspicion, Later commentators have 
sacred that some of the colony's inhabitants were in fact poythei- 
tic, a question with which we wal deal later, 
ineracy was very important to German settlers; although few 
‘went om to higher education, local schools often taught the basics of 
reading and arithmetic tothe children. Most German households had 
‘books-—in fact, books are one of the few items thatthe settlers are 
‘nov to have brought with them on ther cramped overseas trav- 
‘ls? The most prominent works wers the Bible and other religious 
tracts, though other gentes flourished, including stories of robbers 
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and Eulenspiegel, 2 simple-minded peasant who nonetheless yots 
the better of others on a regular has” A small publishing industry 
sprang up fr German speakers publishing newspapers (sich as Der 
Unpartheyicke Readinger Ader (The Impartial Reaing Eagle), att 
Der Reainger Adler and Reading Adler (The Reading Eagle), which 
began publication in 1797 and continue for over a century a well as 
broadsides parsphet, and books. 

‘The most important gene of books for our purposes was the Hau 
vterteratu. 3 tre erally meaning “House-Fathet-Literature? of 
‘hich the Frid might be considered the rust pruminent American 
example Such books were aimed at an independent land-owner of 
{ile means who might have had crops livestock, and posilya set 
‘ant or tw. but with shortage of fee cash and lle access oe 
cal services for ether animals or humans Even though the genre was 
ying out in Germany by 1800, the need for such books woul! have 
been acutely fl inthe New World, asthe stiles were mote spread 
‘ut from thee neighbors and tows than they had been in Exrope, 
and medical asitance wat often unavailable 

“The character of och works Varies considerably, with some being, 
herbal sures or home remain while others were based pan eine 
Fesof sympathetic rsgic or even included incantations and charms 
“The setter appear to have st boundaries between thes yes ft 
‘pes Many ofthe charms of more secular character appear in writen 
sources published by fea houses. On the other arn the magic often 
tures up in handwritten account hooks, the Hyleaes of ote books, 
‘or scribbled on a small piece of pape. often in cine" 

The weitten charm in these works, along with val traditions 
‘became mainstays of eansyvania Dutch healing practices Iman age 
with few doctors and po health insurance, medica cre in Germany 
was rarely conducted va trained medical specialists, Those Germans 
tho nmiggate to the New World found the situation exacerbated, 
‘wth most eahth services and resources available only inthe English 
language" A strong tradition of household self-suiiencycombinod 
with dearth of physicians among the German-speaking population 
of rural Pennsylvania led to medical practice based upon a mixture 
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‘of medically trained clergy, pharmacies, herbalists, midwives, home 
‘remedies poplar Hiterature, and vst tothe brauchers or healers. 

'A Hncer, fom the German for “try” or “use” (plural: Brauch 
«rei, was 3 healer who employed both material and spiritual means 
‘oF ering, The practic later became known as porewowring, to relect 
the pusparted power of Native American healing, though most of 
the indigenous inhabitants of Pennsylvania Dutch country were long 
sone and tte oftheir healing lore had passed on to the settlers Some 
\liviuals specialized in one particulzr illness, such as 2 charm to 
top bleeding, while others took om the fll gamut of ailments with 3 
variety of treatments Some of these individuals, such as Anna Maria 
Jung, or*Mountain Mary." and Johann Peer Seilcr, gxined prominent 
reputations, while others no doubt worked in rclative obscurity.” 

Did the presence of powwowers mean that followers of Pagan tra- 
ditions had come to live in Pennsylvania? Some authors have insisted 
that many of the setters wer infact practitioners of a pre-Christian 
Pagan tradition, coming to Pennsylvania to escape persceution, and 
that ponewowing isa reflection ofthis belie. Although Pennsylvania 
was home to mystics and spiritual seekers aplenty, no evidence has 
peared to indicate that believers in Pagan faiths lived there until the 
twwentieth-century revival of European Pagan beliefs. Magic has never 
been the property of one system of betie, and a fook at any collec 
‘tion of powwooring charms will confirm their essentiat Christian, and 
‘often Catholic, nature It is trve that a few charms from the Friend 
likely date back to pee-Christian times, but even these have been 
‘Christianized to fit into the belief system of those who vse them. 

Pagan oF Chistian, other cusers weve present is the area, but 
John George Holman, the author of the Friend, does not mention 
hiscompetitors. Those who do appear inthe text are cither deceased, 
such as the late Dr. William Stoy, oF no longer present such as the 
healing pastor mentioned in the introduction. He speaks obliquely of 
atleast one other inthe trade—the seller of a letter intended to cure 
theumatism—but nonetheless keeps quiet about the persoa's nature 
‘or whereahouts. We do, however, now of one other curcr:Hohman's 
wife. Hohman mentions in his book her cure for “mortification” in 
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1812 fact, the etiest date for cue provided in The LongLost 
Friend. We have no ather evidence of he involvement, save that she 
‘8d wot wish to have the book pablisked, so we are left to wonder 
‘wether she filled in for her husband at short notice i bath were cr 
of equal sature,or—based solely on the dates provided-—whether

Important respect: whereas most magical works throughout his- 
tory have deliberately obscured the names of their authors. this one 
trumpets itl asthe wurk of ene Johannes Georg (or Joh George 
‘or Georg) Hoban (or Homan or Holman or Homann). The frag- 
smentary nature ofthe documentation, plas the ubiquity of the “John 
Hoon” name inthe Reading atea, make researching the author's 
background particularly dificult. The best information can be found 
in the work of foldorists Wilbur Oda and Ned Heindel, which I fol 
dow hee, 

‘Mach data regarding Hohman's aly fe remains unknown. as.n0 
work in German archives or tecords has been done. Based on sup. 
rrostion based on his publication schedale (se below) some have 
placed Holman's date of birth in October of 1778. This is likely inse- 
‘curate for reasons we wil explore below. 

‘On October 12,1802, Hohman, his wife, Anna Catherina, and 
their son, Philip arrived in Philadephia with ove bast onthe ship 
Te, captained hy F. ALC. Pere from Hamburg." The previous 
eling place is unknowa, but they might have been refugees ofthe 
‘Napoleonic Wars that had recently ended with the French occupation 
‘of German territory. 

Hbman and his family were redemptioners, individuals who 
veere leat the money to travel tothe New World on the condition that, 
‘he nam he pid within thirty day after aerival. Many redemptions 
tad friends ae fay i the New World who would repay the pic of 
‘pastge. Those who had neither—the Hohmans seem to have fllen 
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to this category—became servants to whomever ws willing to meet 
the bil" Different accounts have circulated as to the identity of Hoh- 
‘man's contract holder. According to an account by the son ofa local 
farmer, Nicholas Buck, Hahman and his family supposedly worked 
for a farmer named Fret ia Bedminster Township, until Hohman's 
‘contract was sold to the elder Buck. Holiman bought himself and 
his family out of servitude vis the sale of Taufichcie, hand-written 
‘and richly illustrated bleth certificates." The Registry of Redemp- 
tioners indicates otherwise, however. On October 19, 1802, Homan 
seas indentuced to Adam Frankenfild of Frankenfieh! of Springfield 
“Township in Bucks County for three and half yeas to pay the $84 
for his passage."

Kunst- 
‘Suche, so ti likey that Homan placed a new title on the book 
when it was reprinted by Sage two yeas Later. 

‘The work, which does not list an author, claims to be a Spanish 
‘manuseript found by an old hermit in the Swiss eantoa of Graubssa- 
den, It includes thirty-five magical charms emphasizing protection 
apainstfre-arms (likely a key concern during the War of 1812) and 
covering nuch topics as lavsibility, blood:-illing, and fever, Variants 
‘of some of these appest in The Long-Lost Friend charms (cies 

119, 43,151), but there is tle evidence that Hohmaa wsed material 
fro the Freund in der Noth in his ater book. 

‘Nonetheless, for our purposes, its thettle here that is more note 
worthy, Assuming Hohman was not simply reprinting a previously 
‘existing Freund in der Noth, bis title was likely inspired by Tobias 
iste’ Der Freund in der Noth, oder Ziveyter Theil. des Neuen Auser-

Philadetphia in 17932 As with The Long-Los Friend, Mist’ work also

and House Medicine Chest)" Although other works were referred t0

‘On February 9, 1813, Holman advertised Der Freund in der Noth 
in Der Rewinger Ader, which casne wut froin the sazac pubis for 
the price of a quarter dollar. He sates that he has been sick for some 
time and is stil not entirely well, this making it necessary to publish 
the book. He makes much note therein of the “Twenty-five Letters of 
{FOR square, claiming that its presence ina house prevents destruc- 
tion by lightning o fire” This same charm would later be incorpo- 
‘ted into the Frieml

‘tofuman had finished the Friend on July 31, 1819. The book was 
published by early February ofthe following year, asthe first mention 
‘fi in print is Hohman's ad forthe Friend and the Evangelion in the 
February 12 issue ofthe Reanger ostothe und Berks, Schuilwrel 
Montgomery CauntierAdverteer, Aes discussing the book's virtues, 
‘ohyan tells us that the price is three shillings (roughly 72 cents) 
aid aailable in the newspaper's Bookstore.” Given this location, itis 
Titely that the unknovn publisher responsible forthe book was Carl 
‘Acfinuckiats, the publisher ofthe Postbthe. 

Some have maintained that Hokman made a prosperous career 
for Nine out of bis publishing, but he seems to have been poot for 
‘mst of his stay in America. He was unable to begin paying off his first 
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‘Publication in 1805 until four months aficr the printing," indicating

After a quick and unexpected rise in 14x rates inthe following 
year, Hohman’s payments drop once agai, even being reduc neat 
the end of his life doe to poverty” 

Even after the release of The Long-Lost Fiend, Hoban could 
find no success. Further, his wife died on September 11, 1832, as 
announced in Der Readinger Adler. Homan continu his publi 
‘ons though most of these were hymans and popular ballads. His las 
‘book, Der Fromme zu Gott in der Andacht (The Pious of Gos in Silent 
Worship), a compilation of an apocryphal account of Christ's early 
seans and several songs, including one of Holman’ own creation, 
appeared in 1846, 

Hoban’ date of death remains uncertain. Scouring the records 
{forthe area and period for an individual of similar age has turned up 
1 reference in the Der Readinger Ader to John Homan who passed 
(00 April 19, 1845, atthe age of 66 years, 6 months, and some days." 
‘This: however, would appear to be Johana of John Homan, a hatter 
‘who was horn in America on October 1, 1778, and who fought is 
the War of 1812." The exact fate of Joh George Hohman remains a 
"nytery, but he left an indelible imprint upon the history of Americ 
‘can magic through the publication and distrdution of The Lanig-Lost 
Friend. 
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IML Legitimizing the Book 


HHohman found himself in a precerioes situation on 2 number of 
fronts First, he was likely @ Catholic im an area that was primarily 
Latheran and Reformed, selling awork that included Catholic prayers, 
Istria! fgures,and othe trappings His audience was acutely sens 
tive tothe idea of books of evil magic—in fact, Hobman bins had 
‘been charged with this atthe time he was sliiting subscriptions to 
the Lind und House Medicine Chest.

‘Gious—not only are these charms holy, but their efficacy proves the 
‘existence of God, thereby serving as a valuable weopon against the 
doctrine of atheism. 

‘Alo critical were those who felt the charms and remedies should 
bbe kept secret. We do not know how prevalent such individuals might 
have been, but today's braucherei emphasize the importance of 
transmission of the knowledge or power to cue. To circumvent sush 
‘concerns, Holiman played upon a commion trope ofthe authors of 
srimoires throughout tine—the coupting of hidden information 
‘with ity revelation, a eye that isa common element surrounding the 
mythology of many grimoires The notorious Keyof Solomon, accord- 
‘ng wo te introduction in some copies, was originally reveaked by the 
biblical ing to his som Reboam, who then hid it an ivory box. 
his father’s graves® Closer to Hohman’s time, the Fyptian Secrets 
‘proclaimed itself vo contain “the hidden secrets and myteries of ie 
“unveiled” forthe purpose of protecting men from witches.” and a 
hermit supposedly discovered Der Frew in de Noth ina Swiss cav- 
‘zn. Even though he put is awn name upon the book, Habman pre= 
sented himself in line with this tradition, as a man merely bringing 
‘ital and “long hidden” knowledge to the public. 

‘Hodiman had one final justification he could use—one drawing 
‘upon the principles of the country in which he now lived: 


“The publication of hooks (pravided they are useful and mor- 
ally right) is not prohibited in the United States, axis the case 
in other countries where kings and despots hold tyrannical

fuse to chuen, and guns missed their mark atthe wil of 4 witch.

‘Accusations of witchcraft in Pennsylvania were rarely handled 
through the legal system. OF the two cases of witchcraft that had 
arrived in court during Penn's time as governor, one ended after the 
‘sceuation was"found tiling” and the other eame to a close with the 
‘defendants found “Guilty of having the Common fame of « witeh, 
that not guilty” of witchcraft self Given the lack of recourse tothe 
courts andthe post-Lnlightenment medical attitude that witchcraft 
Ad not exist, people believing they were bewitched rextinely turned 
tosmaglc to help them. 

Hohman not ooly had faith in witches, but also thought they 
‘posed enough threat that he included two charms—ttems 137 and 
17% Intended to being about their destruction. Nonetheless, 
Holiman's main concent isnot the couse of les, tow it eight

“The mxern readce will differentiate among thiee types of recipes 
inthis book: 


1. those that scem to work on strictly material grounds, based on

3. charms, involving spoken or written words, touching the 

patient, hand motions, and performing particular ations at

‘The question that we shou ask first then, is if these were cat- 
‘gories that Holman hinvelf recognized. This would indeed seem 
tobe the ease; Hohman's Land and House Medicine Chest avoids the 
tind category entirely ad shics away from the second. Hohman Was 
‘wel aware of these charms soi is ely that this choice was inten- 
tional, As such, Hohman's work isan important document relating 
how matic vas practic on the ground, rot in the mote suited 
‘serio available in many printed works fms the period. As such the 
charms provide the most interesting aspect of the book. 

Most ofthese chars have finguisti component whether that i 
‘serbl or written. These reves hat the rtigious mindset of The Lan 
Lost Friend is predominantly Catholic, with frequent references othe 
Virgin Mary and the sins and eas for conventional prayers sich as 
the Ave Maria. t woul be remiss to consider the readers ofthe ook 
tobe Catholic because ofthis a long-standing tradition exists of Ger- 
‘man works of magic justifying themselves via reference to Catboli- 
ism, including stories of various books of magic being found in 
abandoned monasterics 

Despite ths orientation, however. the Friend contains much mate- 
‘ial that is not orthodas. For example, ee have a nurnber of charms 
that include non-canonical elements, sch a the mythical “Sant Io 
rigs" (Charm 23), that exst outside the realm of acepted theology. 
Within the spells, we often find Biblical Ggures nd vecurrences in 
mysterious situation, permutations and conjonctions. One charm 
apparently features the prophet Vanel the iint Jesus, anda ad 
Ssint Peter thereby effectively combining Ggures from three diferent 
periods in single incantation. We might abo find Jesus being born 
in eruslem, or crosing the Red Sea (instead ofthe Sea of Galle. 
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{In addition, the book contains phrases that seem completely n0n- 
scnsical to us, Meme 24 (‘Dat ix ex"), 36 ("Potmat sineat”), and 
131 Cia alo Massa Dandi Bando") Referred to a8 nomina barbara, 
‘or “barbarous names, the origin of such phrases likely varies co=~ 
siderably. Some might be derived from phrases in German, Latin, 
‘etiew which have lost their original meaning throogh recopy- 
1, ofien by those unfamiliar with the original tongue or who were 
tempting to retain the original rhyme scheme. Others might be 090 
‘autopowia, words create for their poetic effect, simple nonsense 
phrases. We might even sce more corrupted versions of common 
tapi peas (such as tem 33's substitution of “Abaracatabax” for 
“Abeecadabra”), Sorting out which explanation is true fora particular 
pasaage is ikely 8 matter for specialists in these tongues who can find 
fuck phrases in their original context. One such example from the 
Friend is Yoder’ etymotogy for “Zing. zing, 2ing” in Item 67, which 
ties ito the German phrase "draw out the poison” 

“These linguistic aspects of the charms are often accompanied 
‘with a yet of ritual gestures—rubbing oF touching the body. making 
croses over an afflicted area, or taking a broader action by taking a 
jpenon, animal, of object on a particular path, toa particular place, 
‘or through a particular ite, Its in these that Hohman’sinterpreta- 
tio comes tothe fore ashe attempts to sting together this collection 
‘of chasm from diverse sources with an overall framework. 

If we were to distill Hohman’s advice regarding the charms, it 
‘night appear as follows The crosses are to be made with the whole 
hand, of merely the thumb, three times over the afflicted part of 
the body. Lach also stands for une component of the Holy Trinity, 
‘ifthe carers hand f+ to touch the aficted’s body, that part of the 
tbody must be bare Spoken charms must be sad three times, with the 
second tine several houry after the fst, and the thing on the follow 
ing day. He also assures us thatthe euces for humans will also work: 
‘equally well for beasts. He also gives more specific instructions; for

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‘This emphasis epon charms docs not mcan Hobman places com: 
‘plete faith in ther efficacy, however. n charm 102, Hobman adits 
thatthe charm might not work in every case itis employed. Nonethe- 
tess he finds them to e largely effective, noting when his own experi- 
‘ence has found them 10, 


¥, Hohman’s Sources 

Uncovering the sources of a mapical work i alway perilous task, 
and even inthe case of The Long-Lost Friend it is ot woprublemy- 
atc, Magical practice combines both a deep respect for, and a need 
‘tw maintain, traditional formulae rituals and actions that can reach 
tack hundreds or thosands of yeas Soc charm aectculatel both 
‘orally aod in writing time and time again, undergoing transforma- 
‘tions based onthe practitioner, thet levels of literacy of various ort 
‘and their preferences The charms and recipes themseles are com 
bined, separated, and recombined in endless permutations 38 they 
‘pass through the repertoires of different practitioners, At the same 
time, mag's nature ata performative socal at opens it upto count: 
ess ces of reinterpretation, appropriation, additions, deletions and 
metamorphoses based upon the materials and circumstances at hand 
and the experience and peeference ofthe individual prasttone. 

“That is importa not to becom too devoted tothe ides ofthe 
“origins” of such a book as The Long-Lot Friend, For exansple, we 
Aunow thatthe hooks ft edition was most ely published in 1820, 
‘A the sme time, however, we know that one particular char, em 
13. has variants dating back to the third century. Archaealogists ave 
found the SATOR square, wedi Items 123 and 148, in archaclogi- 
‘al sites dating hack tothe frst century.© Nonetheless, our natoral 
tendency would be ether t emphasize those charms that are neatly 
‘wo millennia old, oto decate the books publication date a the 
‘most important factor, 

Farther, Hohmars owa discussions of his sources are another 
source of puzalement For some, he i quite cleat on their origins, 
cor a least he seem to be at Birt. Others are atribated to secret, 
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writings” of same sort, which leaves us at something of a loss. A 
vibcent tradition of both printed and manuscript works of charms 
existe atthe tine Hobmas wrote, sit is quite possible that many 
of his recipes came from some of these works, Nonetheless, it might 
bbe the cate that Hohman invented some of these recipes, or heard 
them orally, with the lube of “secret writings” whether originating 
with hint or the teller, granted to give the formulae greater author- 
Given the time that separates us ftom that miles and the disap 
‘pearance f many possible sources, we might never know some of the 
sources for Hohmans charms, Nonetheless, we do have some cles 28 
to where Holman found some of his recipes. 

‘One source that can be mostly rejected i that implied by the ike 
later ylven t some editions ofthe book “Pow: Wows” or the medic- 
{nal practices of the Native Americans, Most of the incastations in 
Hohiman’s book inclode explicitly Christian elements, and most of 
the heehs reference within are actully transplant to the New Word 
fr the Old, with few contributions from the Native American phar- 
‘mscopela," Elsewhere in Pennsylvania other settlers were adopting 
Native American cures" but they teem absent from The Long-Lost 
Prien A enight be that a specialist on Native American medicine 
‘ani curing practices might be able to find some traces ofthese ats in 
Holan's book, but [think this unlikely, 

Another possibility that has seen some adherents is that Hohman 
Aerived parts of his book from the Aegyptsche Geheimmise, or Fgrp> 
tian Secret, attributed to Allertus Stagnus. Two major obstacles 
‘might suggest themselves. First, the book was first published in fra- 
bat ia 181, which would lave tony thee years to reach him in the 
[New World. Second, most of the charms the two share in common 
are cithet found in the works mentioned below, or discrepancies exist 
betwee the tw souirses (ei the “Tttershead” incantation in Mem 
121 deected toward a sprit alled“Bettaiele” in Magni). 

‘The most prominent source—and one to which Hohman refers 
explicitly in his introdaction —Ie the Rorsamusbiehlein, of “Romans 
book,’ a collection of charms of unknown authorship. Though saints, 
Lawyers. and other individuals of the name“Romanus” have been pro- 
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posed as authors, none sccms to fit the bill, Although the work was 

become popalar in Germany throughout the ninetsenth century, 
‘9 Hohman’s time it was barely afew decades ol, withthe Fst can- 
firmed publication date being 1788,* though it had appeared with 
‘ther treatises published before thea. Hohman eclis eavily on this 
workin the later parts of The Lagg-Lost Friend—as Don Ver pints 
‘oat*not only does he ute the charms verbatim, but he often lists 
‘them in the sume order asthe oer work does 

Another authority to whom Hohman refers is Albertus Mage 
‘00, the thircenth-sentury theologian. Shortly alter Albertus’ ath, 
2 series of works on the magical properties of stones animals, and 
plants appeared. which came tobe known asthe Liber Agcresutioni 
‘0 The Book of Aggregation’ The bak became popular as ime went 
‘09 and saw translations into several languages, Numerous German 
language editions were available in the eighteenth century. Hohman 
fakes afew passages directly frm this work fr his ww, though ii 
waclear as to what exact ation he employed and why he chose the 
passages he selected. 

‘One uncredited source for the recipes was Hohnnan hime, as 
some of the charms derive from The Lal end House Medicine Chest 
(1818), which is described above, His eitrial reasons for choosing 
‘these particular ecipes remain a mystery. 

ohman did not draw exclusively on the apc literature for his 
sources, however. Charm 103, to cute the bite of a tabid dog, por: 
‘Ports to come from “the Senate of Pennsylvania” Ths is a reference 
fo an actual recipe submitted to that body on March 5, 1802, by one 
Valentine Kttring of Dauphin County. Hoban’ source was wot 
the records of the Senate itself it appears but rather an article on 
the topic from the popalar magarine Nie’ Weekly Register, frm the 
‘October 1, 117 kote” a8 Ketting’s name appears as "Kettering” in 
both the Regiterand The Long-Los Friel 

Another nonmagical source for Homan, this one uncredited,

its second eition revised by his son Friedrich and published in 1744, 
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“This encyclopedia of herbs included a section on home remedies for 
cach, from which Holman took several of is recipes 

“The ordering of charms from thes different source gives us some 
idea of Hohman’s editorial practices. Most of the chartns from the 
same sources ate lumped together, though their order might not 
bbe entirely faithful to the original order. This might indicate that 
Hobinian was compiling the book systematically foe» front to back. 
Further, the lange proportion of Rovanus-book materia! later inthe 
‘book might indicate that Hohman was seeking 2 quick means to 
res the pags count of his book. Not having Hobman's own word 
wv the tapi, however ts imposible to be certain.

Knopp) of Marictts. The unwitcher showed Ilymize a vision of the 
‘Purported witch in his hand. Her prescribed remedy, as describe 
later, was to take a lock of hair and a copy of The Long: Lost Friend 
from the man. By taking a part or possession of the magician, his 
Power could be overcome, 

‘None of what has occurred so far is out of the ordinary when it 
‘comes to beties about witchcrafi. Hoth textbooks and popelar depic- 
tions portray witchraft being responded to in formal trial. Thoogh, 
‘thee role was certainly important, many witchcraft accusations were 
made among neighbors and deslt with locally through a corpus of 
folk beliefs and the auistance of individuals thought to have supers 
natural power aver the witches. One who is belived to be bewitched 
‘might interact with several different practitioners of unwitching, 
until the misfortune is overcome. Emotions often rust high among 
the participants in these socia! dramas, but they rarely result in vio 
ence. Such informal actions against witchcraft have been prevalent i 
‘wide variety of times and places, and do not necessaily reflect ney 
tively om the people of York County atthe time Nonetheless, these 
‘sctions do occasionally result in tragic consequences as was the ease 
for Emma Nol’ choice of witch, Nelion Rebimeyer. 

Retimeyer dwelt outside Shrewsbury inthe valley known as Reh- 
‘meyers Hollove. A potato farmer and devout Socialist of impressive 
sae be was also 4 pormomer who saw many clients in his smal, wo 
‘ory house. His wife and two daughters had departed fram him four 
years before the murder, but they were sil on friendly terms. (His, 
wife woold later claim that she lft him due to his obewion with 
‘pow wowing, though that did not stop her from secking his help when 
she or her children were dL) Rehimeyer was a familiar figure to John 
‘Biymir, whose parents had taken him to Nelwon to be cuted a the 
ae of fine, and Jolin had worked briefly atthe Rehmeyer farm when 
bbe was fen years old, The farmer had alo been onc of the powwovers 
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from whom Byize sought help woke wth him fr thre sessions 
before Blymire decided to go elsewhere. The two had only sem each 
ther on caxion, il they were never at dd before Emma Noll's 
Aiagnosi 

‘AL his time ymie’s two aecomplices entered the pictur. The 
fist was John Carey fourteen vests od, who nce Bimize when 
‘working at cpa factory in York Corry seems to have filed the role 
of yo’ assistant im his cute, and Hlymite had convinced the 
young man that he, to, wasikely curse.

Tn the end, they took what little moncy—between one and three dol- 
lary—the fraucher had hidden about is house poured water around 
tian wo coverup their igerpriats, ct Rehmeyer’ body om irs, and 
ed ilymie Iter chimed 1 have seen 3 curious shadow standing in 
‘te ra athe ran int the night. 

‘Contrary wo popular crime dramas, the human body is quit dif 
Salto bur, and the freon Rehmneyer's body quickly extinguished 
{nel Concer neighbors visited the farm two days ater, dsneing 
Rehmeyer’s remains largely intact, 1 took little effort to track down the 
perpteatoen and the poie quickly arrested Ryle, Curry and Hes. 

“The teas ofthe thece men began on lanuary 7, 1929, The case's 
scsntionalitic aspects brought reporters fram sos the country, 
<atapalting York County into the national consciousness. Newopaper 
stories portrayed southeast Pennsylvania aban outpost of medieval 
rope, filled with ignorance and superstition. The journalists were 
either unaware o chose to ignore the fact that books such as The 
{Lon-Lost Friend could be easly purchased at toes in New York City 
snd other lane cites 

The prosecution attempted to present the crime oa the uninicradod 
result of a simple robbery, likely to avoid complicating the case. It 
is true thatthe trio had taken money from the scene ofthe crime, 
snd thatthe dsnrganined nature of the stm let the ma 
interpretation. (For cxample, Blymire and Curry scem to have been 
ssoconcerned that both Rehmcyer and is wife could ave identified 
them, but Carry maintained that they nonetheless wore gloves to 
sake sure they left mo fingerprints.) Some locals believed that Reb- 
‘meyer had aiden stash of money, making a robbery theory more 
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plausible, Nonetheless, it seems unlikely tha the three marderen— 
theo of whom had no criminal records whatsoever, and one of whom 
thd just met the other two—would have suddenly decided to commit 
1s mbbery. A more compelling reason must have existe, and witch- 
craft feats certainly would have been sufficient. 

{tm the end, both Blymire and Curry received life sentences for 
fint-degree murder, which were later commuted, and Hess went to 
for ten to twenty yeary on a second-degree murder charge, Many 
‘commentators raised the issue of whether evidence of witchcraft 
‘was excluded atthe tral that could have softened the jrors, but the 
mutter was raise at each of the thee tials, The first-degree munder 
sentences seem harsh to me, no evidence was provided that the kill 
{ng was premeditated. This is especially the cae for Curry, who was 
scarcely fourteen Novetheless, « man had died, xo an acquittal was 
unlikely in any ase. 

“The not lasting effect of this ease was the impact that it had oo 
the practice of braucheeel among the Pennsylvania Dutch. Given the 
sitention paid to it daring the til, local and state officials felt that 
its presence should be addressed, removed, and ignored, as appropri- 
ate. Those powwowers who survived kepta low profile and seemed 10 
have ensphasired the transmission of oral knowledge eather than the 
‘book itll ly the tine David Keiebel began his fieldwork among the 
powwowers in 1999, oral charms from the book remained staples of 
‘practice, but actual copies were almost never seen. Rebimeyer had 
taken any good name the book might have once had in his native 
‘country to the grave with hen. 


1X. Broader Influence 
Despite its sooty in Pennsytania, the book had traveled beyond 
the German-American population into «broader marktplce Iwas 
through the catlogues of de Laurence and other spinal supplies 
that The Lantos Fiend became pat of the literature of Hoodoo. 
Hoodoo, or coajue, is a mageal tradition combining African, Ear 
‘pean. and American remedies that became popular among African- 


Americans in the late nineteenth and early twentieth centuries, As 
practitioners became more concentrated in urban areas, they drew 
‘more upon the products created by such enteeprencurs as de Lat 
rence, which inchuded The Long-Loet Friend. 

‘Asa consequence ofthis the Frien's influence extended to loca- 
sions far from the German-American population of Pennsyteania, In 
1907, a New Zealand newspaper publisha an account of many of 
Hohman's charms found in the neighborhoods of Chicago's South 
‘Side Examples of incantalions froea Hofman turn up from time to 
‘ime in the works of Harry Middleton Hyat, who extensively inter 
‘stewed practitioners of conjure across the South.” Hortense Powder 
maker's ethnographic work in “Cottonville” a locale in Mississippi, 
sumed up "Doctor A." who employed The Long-Lovt Friend along: 
sik the Egyptian Secrets ia his healing work. He was only willing to 
sail his copy ofthe Friend tothe ethnographer after Ie was promised 
‘the purchaser was a goon! Christan. Tom Pimpton, a “spirit contra! 
ler" who took on yhosts during treasure bunting in Louisiana, gained 
his power from the Friend along withthe Sisth and Seventh Books of 
Moses and the Petit Alter, all of which be claimed to have ordered 
‘tough the Sears and Roebuck catalogue.” 

The book has remained quite popular among practitioners of 
Hoodoo, becoming popular in many of the local shops to whom 
prscttioners turn for books and supplies for their businesses. James 

foster noted that many shops in Harlem ard lirooklyn stocked The 
luog-Lowt Friend in 1957, A Chicago shophecper told Louiell Snow 
in 1973 that a person only needed three books to stay healthy —the 
Iie am almans, and The Lomg-Lost Friend” These trends have con 
‘wed into the digital age: the proprietor of a popula online spirits 
‘supply shop has listed Hohman's book as ane of her two top sellers * 

“The book's reputation has alo extended into the realm of popys- 
Jur culture. In the realm of fiction, the Friend appears frequently ia 
Manly Wade Wellman's tales of Silver John, x blladeer and folklor- 
‘st who travels the mountains fighting evil with his wits his silver: 
stringed guitar, and incantations from the book. Poet Jesse (lass 
published a short work of erasure poetry using Hohman's book 2s 
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its source material More recently, Pennsylvania author Brian Keene 
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The Friend has even appeared on the big screen in Apprentice to 
‘Mure (1988), highly Fitionalized version ofthe Rehmeyer mane 
With Donald Sutherland as the chief powwoneer. The Friend is never 
explicitly mentioned, but the powwowers inthe film all own copies 
‘of the book, even brandishing them before them to ward off evils 
It holding of vampires with 3 crucifix. Spoken and writen charms 
from the actual book are sprinkled throughout the sip. 

Mote recently, The Long-Lost Friend has come to prominence in 
two raigious contexts The first is miodera Paganism. Noted Wic- 
‘an author Silver RavenWolf has suggested using the book's magic in 
Pagan practice.” and Robin Artisson quotes from and modifies copy 
‘of Hohimans “three springs” charm in his work on his own bean of 
traditional British witeheraf,” The other, Chris Kian, exchews 
this approach in fvor of one that places powwowing squarely in a 
‘Christian belief system. Wherever one might stand on the inue of 
the “proper” wse of Hohman's incantations, their embrace across the 
religious spectrum speaks clealy ofthe significance and influence of 
his works
